NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


By conferring a baronetcy on Mr. Francis Abraham Montefiore, the Queen 
has given expression in a most appropriate manner to the high esteem in which 
the late Sir Moses Montetiore was held by the people of this country. The 
creation is in accordance with strict precedent. The agnatic heir, or head 
of the family, who would have succeeded if the dignity had been 
enjoyed by the common ancestor, is chosen Lo perpetuate it. The CTeCi- 
tion of a second baronet bearing the name of Montetiore was not needed to 
perpetuate the memory of the noble-minded philanthropist. Moses Monteliore 
will ever live in the hearts of good men of all denominations by virtue of his 
achievements and his character. But it is eminently gratifying to receive con- 
crete testimony of the fact from the highest possible source, and to learn from 
Her Majesty herself that the greatest'of modern Jewish philanthropists is assured 
of that earthly immortality which is to be found in the imperishable 
veneration of the living. For the rest, the new baronet is not only 
the grand-nephew of the late Sir Moses Montefiore, but the son of a worthy 
father. Joseph Mayer Montefiore, son of Abraham Montetiore and Henrietta 
Rothschild, was a prominent and deeply respected Elder of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Congregation, for six years the President of the Board of Deputies, 
and, previously, for a long period the locum tenens of his distinguished uncle in 
the Presidential Chair. Sir Francis Montefiore inherits, therefore, traditions which 
make the strongest possible’ appeal to his good ne ss of heart and his love for his 


race. It is loyalty to those traditions which alone can preserve undimmed the 


lustre of the bigh distinction which has been conferred upon him by his Sovereign 


Mr. Gladstone's rejoinder to Professor Huxley in the current number of the 
Nineteenth Century is marked by all tle dialectical skill and tht rare command 
of language which characterise the creat stutesiian.

Gladstone has done harm by raising hopes in the mind of ultra-orthodoxy 
only to destroy them. Mr. Gladstone refers with natural enthusiasm 
to the marvellous account of the production of organic and inorganic things, 
which is contained in the first chapter of the Bible. Cert linly, it is unequalled 
for simplicity and grandcur in the whole range of ancient religious literature. 
ut this is a very different thing from saying, as Mr. Gladstone did s ty, that it 
strictly accords in every respect with the results of modern investization, [f

anyone, under the spell of Mr. (iladstone’s fascinating rhetoric, is inclined to 
think that, after all, he may be right, the delusion may at once be removed hy 
reference to Dr. Réville’s paper in the same number of the Nineleenth ( ntury. 
Dr. Réville re-states the issue in th: clearest language - and the issue has only 
to be borne in mind to perceive how untenable is Mr. Gladstone's position. 3

religious truth is something wholly apart from the question whether they do or 
do not teach that fourfold or that ninefold succession in which Mr. Gladstone 
sees a reflection of modern scientific conclusions. Even supposing the nebular 
hy pothesis could be proved to be foreshadowed in the first verses of Genesis. 
what additional beauty or authority could such a maxim as “Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself,” or such a declaration as “The Lord, our Go3, is One” 
possibly gain from the fact ? Nay, when Mr. Gladstone goes out of bis way to 
harmonise the Bible with Science is he not to some extent pursuing a phantom ? 
Is the Evolution theory or the nebular hypothesis so unquestionably a portion of 
accepted scientific truth as to make it worth while attempting to prove that 
either lends its support to Genesis? Until these theories are demonstrated to be 
true beyond a doubt, such attempts are labour lost, and show but seant concerh 
for the dignity of the Sacred Narrative.

The late David Savsoon 
showed of what a Bagdad dew is capable, and there is no reason why his striking 
ex unple should not be followed by oth rs, now that the bh ssing’s of secular edu- 
cation are placed within the reach of eventhe very poorest... The mnost recent 
fruits of Mr. Morris Cohen's labours are shown in the formation in Bagdad of a 
Literary Society for promoting the social and intellectual welfare of the Jews, 
and for the development of a echeme fér trainirg Jewish youths in useful liodi 
crafts. The funds of the Alliance aod the Anglo Jewish Association are never 


| more usefully employed than in promoting the last named_ movement. Th

JEWISH AGRICULTURAL COLONIES. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE CHRONICLE,” 

Major Goldsmid, in his very interesting letter in your issue of the Ist, speaks of 
this Society and of the Russian Refugee Jews, whom we aided to form a colony in 
Cyprus. But there appears to be a mistake as to the Jews whom he saw in Alexandria. 
None of the people aided by this Society were ever in Alexandria, under care of any 
agent such as he describes. The great majority of our people were, at the date men- 
tioned by Mejor Goldemid, in Syria, where they had arrived the year before. It is 
possible that he may have seen a different party, who were in charge of a gentleman, a 
Christian Israelite, whose name is almost identical with that of the head man of our 
people elected by themselves. That other party was in no way connected with us. Oaly 
fourteen of our men passed through Alexandria (with the women and children’. There 
was not one old or decrepit person among them, and on their arrival in Cyprus they were 
(leseribed in very different terms by IT.M. Commissioner as thoroughly deserving and 
respectable. No doubt, as Major Goldsmid says, it would be well if all colonies could 
at first be formed of only picked and capable men ; but what then is to become of those 
who are far more to be pitied than they--the men whom cruel treatment and privation 
—pethaps during their whole lives—has rendered ‘‘ undersized and weakly?"’ Major 
Goldsmid supplies the answer by the facts he adduces. (Give ¢hem, too, achance. — Let 
them have those “few months in the Holy Land,’ or elsewhere which he found had so 
quickly ‘‘ obliterated all traces of their former degraded condition as a despised and out- 
lawed people *’—and which can give them ‘‘the manly and independent bearing, with 
bronzed cheeks and horny hands." 

Sir, when so far back as 1850 my late husban1 and I tried the experiment of giving 
tield-work in the fresh air to the emaciated, fever stricken Jews of Jerusalem, we were 
rewarded by the same results: poor creatures who had not at first strength to walk the 
little distance, but fell by the wayside, soon became active and hearty labourer:. 1 thank 
God that now at last people can be found who admit that Jews can and will work—that 
the Ifoly Land is indeed ‘*a good land’’-—but I plead for patience and encouragement 
to be given to those who are indeed willing, but who never can be ra‘sed out of the 
slough of despond in which we find them, unless some one will not only offer them work, 
but bear with and strengthen them, revive their stifled energies, and teach them how 
to work.

Suffice it to say, that those who remained under our care have reaped one harvest, and 
are now eowing their zecond crops—wheat, barley and oats—and are in possession of their 
own oxen and a flock of sheep and goats. May their future prosperity prove an encvourage- 
ment to others, and not least to all who seek to help suffering Israelites in spite of all 
difficulties and misunderstandings.

Sir,—The letter in your last week's publication from Major Goldsmid must have 
given great pleasure to thousands of Jewish hearts that feel fur the sorrows of the 
— of Roumania. If we may judge by the manly conduct of the Roumelians, 
their Roumanian Jewish neighbours will prove a valuable addition to the popu- 
Jation of Cyprus. That the island is capable of maintaining an immense population 
if proved by its history from Cyrus to Richard the First of England. Since then

it has been depopulated by fire and sword, but now its inhabitants have the same 
share of liberty that falls to the lot of every well behaved subject of dear old 
England. 

I beg to suggest that one or two teachers of the English language should be 
sent without loss of time, so that the children of the settlers (and the adults who 
wish it) may be made familiar with the language and manners of their protectors, 
and become useful to the community who speak Englishin Cyprus, I may add that 
there is a large garrison of our British Army at Larnaka, on the coast opposite 
Palestine. Iam told by a British officer who was stationed there for about three 
years, that Larnaka, is a beautiful place, and that in summer-time, those who wi<h 
for change go up into the mountains or hills where the air is delightful. “Is it a 
healthy island,’ I asked, of another. “ Well, all I can svsy is, that a year or two 
ago when we were new to the island, the officers had double pay,” (this is the 
system when troops are sent by our Government to unhealthy places) * but from 
experience the Government found it was as healthyasany other Mediterranean 
station, and now the officials are allowed only their usua! pay, as in England.” 

A glance at the map will show that Gibraltar, Malta, and Cypras are about 
equi-distant, the longitude of Gibraltar, about 5dg. W., Malta I5deg. E., Cyprus 
tideg. E., all fortified places, all supporting one another, Gibraltar holds a large 
community of well-to-do Jews, Malta also has many, but there is no field for 
agriculture in these places, they are small compared with Cyprus, That island ha 
plenty of room for men of all occupations —agricultarists, artisans, or merchauts— 
and, therefore, is a land of great premise to all industrious men. To England the 
Jews settled in Cyprus would prove a tower of strength, if they but developed the 
energy that is born with Jewish blood, and in the next generation it may well be 
said of these new citizens, to whom the British flag offers a meed of hospitality 
Cenied them in the land of their birch,

SPIRITUAL WORK BY LAYMEN, 


TO TOE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir.—The very excellent article which appeared in yourcolumns the week before 
last calls attention toa subject that must in the future demand an ever-increasing 
amount of consideration on the pact of the Jewish community. It is certain that 
Ecclesiasticiam is decreasing in favour as our people grow in enlightenment, and 
not for long sha!l we permit offices involving the highest spiritual attainments and 
requiring the keenest possible enthusiasm asan element of success, to be performed. 
ina perfunctory manner And, although I should be the last to minimise the 
work done by our clergy, it seems only natural that the tendency of spiritual work 
should be in the direction I have indicated, when, as amongst us, it is entrusted to a 
body of gentlemen sadly underpaid (having regard to the offices they hold), and 
whose special training in many instances fails to cover all the work undertaken by 
them. lor, I venture to suggest that preaching is not the only function now almost 
entirely ministerial that might with advantage be undertaken by competent Jlay- 
men, Asa matter of fact, the number of lay preachers in any case is not likely to 
be very large amongst us during the next few years, for it would be difficult to call 
to mind in the metropolis more than a dozen or so of laymen “ of credit and renown, 
who possess the knowledge and erudition, the influence and tbe address necessary in 
one who “if only for one short hour’ would seek to occupy a pulpit in one of our 
synagogues. What is desirable is to get uprooted from the minds of Jews the idea 
that all work of a spiritual kind should pe left to the Preacher, to the Reader, and in 
a last resort to the Beadle—in fact to anyone who is paid by the congregation, 
and who wears a white tie. And here in London a great work that is to-day done 
by the Jewish clergy, and done by them almost of necessity badly, might be done by 
Jewish laymen with perfect efficiency and assuredly with a large amount of mora! 
benefit. I mean the visiting of the poor, There is no work more necessary amongst 
us—there is none, 1 am certain, more in accord with every principle worthy of 
reverence in our religion. Visiting the poor is done by the clergy now,to be 

ure, but just think how many poor families there are to be visited, how many 
ministers there are to do the visiting, and then say if it is within the range of human 
possibility that this work can at present be done well, WhatI should like to see is 

banishment of the idea that this grand and noble task belongs essentially to the 
minister. I should like to see each district in London mapped out and each appor- 
tioned toa member of some special committee of the United Synagogue. These 
members should then find men and women-—and if every spark of brotherhood and 
kindness, good fellowship and iove is not dead amongst us there would be thousands 
willing —-whp would take under their charge some poor man’s family—share their 
sorrows, assist them in their troubles, relieve their anxieties, and help them to 
forget how harshly the hand of ill-fate has borne down upon them, The work thus 
organized and the labour thus divided would give any individual worker compara. 
tively little trouble, and need cost cach one monetarily nothing. For from expe- 
rience I can say that what the poor mostly lack—paradoxical as it may seem—is 
not money, but that which in this world money alone is often able to purchase 
viz., friends. What the poor mostly lack are friends who can advise them what to 
do when the shadow of the wolf darkens the threshold and the breadwinner is for 
the moment paralyzed by some great calamity, friends who can comfort them 
when the light of love has been eclipsed by the presence of King Death, 
friends who can see to it that they are not maltreated by those who live by grinding 
the poor, and can protect the widow and guard the fatherless. All this can be 
done by those who are placed (if only) a little better in life’s scale than those who 
are permanently oscillating between penury and destitution. The man who livesin 
Bayswater must not be unmindful of the man who exists in Mile End, and Kensingto® 
must not close its ears to Ratcliff Highway or Limehouse, Upon the lowest consi- 
deration suchindifference is undesirable, for the safety of society depends to a large 
degree in St. James's shaking hands with St, Giles’s. 


And the Jewish community, renowned for all time for charity and for beneti- 
cence—perhaps too much of the former, as known nowadays, and tvo little of the 
jatter—must not lag behind. Visiting—-nay, more befriending or better “ brother 
ing’’—the poor is one of the highest functions a man can perform—like mercy, it 
blesses him who gives as well as him who receives—for Jews it is a most fitting 
work, and they should not shift the honour and the responsibility of it upom the 
shoulders of paid officials. Itis different amongst Christians, With themin almost 
every congregation there is a band of mea and women deyoted to the poor amongst. 
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entire sum raised, viz... £ 108.7 
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them. The women are not of the type of “ Salvation Sal,” nor the men of the kind 
of 2 good young man who died,” They are not men and women afflicted with 
religious hysterics, but men and women who regard this work as part of their duty 
to man, and as a demand society very reasonably mikes upon them. Only 
a week ago I met ata party a Christian young lady who I learnt had begun her 
Christmas day by rising at six vo clock lu help to providea Yul -tide breakfast for some 
of the poor whom she has taken under her vharge, As shecareere 1 giadly through the 
dance she looked so much happier than any of the Jewish young women around her, 
that I could not help wondering whether the work she had done the previous day 
had left its reflex upon her, and whether she had banished care so completely because 
she knew the words of David to be true - sleesed isthe one that considereth the 
poor—in the hour of need the Eternal will rescue him,”

THE RUSSIAN JEWS’ RELIEF FUND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE. ' 

Siv.—Itis mow more than three years ago (the actual date was October 25th 
1882), that the Mausion House Committee for the Relief of the Persecuted Jews in 
Russia was dissolved, and the balance of the collection handed over to the Execu. 
tive Committee, who were appointed Trustees of that fund. - This balance 
amounted to the very large sum of £34,000, or-not much less than one-third of the 

750. Since that time the Jewish public has heard but 
little of the manner in which this fund of £54,000 has been administered. 

I believe that the Trustecs meet periodically at the office of one of their 
body, and through your columns we have on rare, very rare, occasions heard of 
grants having been voted by the Trustees to the colonies of Russian Jews who bave 
settled in Palestine, in Canada, and the United States. Bat surely the whole of the 
balance has nut been expended, and if my surmi-e be correct, it is time not only 
that the Trustees should publish a statement of their proceedings since the time 
they were called into existence, but also that some of the money shoul: be diverted 
into other channels —for the benefit of Russian Jews, however, only. 

At the November meeting of the Board of Guardians, Mr. Lionel Alexonuder; the 
Honorary Secretary, reported that “he had written to the Trustees of the Mansion 
Honse Fund (lam quoting from your issue of November 13th) to ascertain whether 


the Fund could not be made available for the pre sent emergency (thy emerveucy 
here referred to is the large inilinxs into London of Russian Jews who had then been 
expelled from Germany). The result of the correspondence, however, was to the 
effect that the Executive had no means of assisting Russian Jews who had left their 
native country prior to the outbreak of the persecutions.” The ground taken up 
by the Trustees—that the fund was raised for Jews persecuted in Russia itself 

would have been unassailable were it not for the fact, which has reached my ears 
that, in response to an application from Jewish Committees on the Continent, the 
Trustees had plaved several hundreds of pounds at the d'sposal of those Commit- 
tees, for the relief of the Russian Jews —about to be exiled from Prussia, be it remem” 
bered—-ttho were then congreyatel] in several of the larger cities in the Easter: 
Some explanatiou is due of these contradictory proceed ings 
on the part of the Trastees.

But assuming, for the sake of argament, that I have 
been misioforme l—although I do not admit this for a single moment—and that the 
Trustees adhere to the belief that they can only assist Russian Jewa persecuted by 
Russia, then I eay that a wide field has been opened for the utilisation of a fair 
proportion of the funds still left in their charge. For many months past your 
journal has repeatedly reported the intention of the Russian Government to starve 
the Jewish subjects of the Czar, not plysically, but intellectually. By excluding 
all but.«a handful of Jews from the public schools and higher seats of learning, the 
present Minister of Edacation and his anti-Jewish colleagues hope to reduce them 
to the levei of the peasantry, over whom our coreligionists have gained so marked 
a superiority, 
establish and maintain such educational iuistitationus aa those from which the younger 
generation of the community have been driven. J.-t, then, the Trustees of the 
Mansion ilouse bund come to the rescue at this junctare, and by making judicious 
grants fur the foundation of good Jewish schools, seculer and religious, they will 
not merely thwart the evil designs of Russian statesmen, but will earn the gratitud, 
of an entire generation of Jews, to whom they will thus open up a path for the 
acquisition of usefal knowledge,

Jew Monkey is the name bestowed by dealers and sea-faring people on a specics 
of Indian moukey. known to naturalists as Commou Macaque (Macacus evno- 
meuigus), Why such termsas this (Jew Monkey) are given, who can tell’ Asa 
rule they are either corruptions of names given to animals by the natives of the 
country where they are found or theyare the outcomeof some one’s funny remark 
about a striking feature in the outward appearanee or characteristic dispositions of 
sopre individual animal which feature reminds the observer of some biped or 
quadruped, I may give an instance of this kind to show the merit of such terms. 
There is a parrot called by naturalists “ grey-breasted parakeet,” (Bolborrhynchus 
monachus), The dealer’sname of the bird is * Oaaker parrakeet ” the Germaus call 
it * Monk parrakeet (moench tittich the Vreuch mouse parrakeet (Perruche 
souris) and some English writer even named it * widow parrakeet.”’ The bird itself 
neither looks like nor has anything in common with, a quaker, a monk, a mouse, or 
a widow, It is the same with the Jew monkey. If, however, this name has been 
given toitfor the reason that there is something inits characteristic disposition 
which bears comparison between it and one of our nationality, I should feel 
inclined to take it as a compliment to our people; for the Jew Monkey isin the 
whole monkey tribe one of the most intelligent and docile members and this is, as 
far as I can see, the only thing which Macacus cynomolgus has in common with a 
Jew as compared with incividuals of other nations, 

I am not in the least surprised that the Liverpool menazerie alluded to by your 
correspondent uses such a term: fordealers rarely know the names givel ty animals 
by naturalists, and, moreover, they seem to have a particular liking for fanciful 
names, Iam reminde only vf sucha wonstrosity as “Gorilla cockatoo”’ (corrupted 
from the vorella of the Australian colonists) which the tirm wersi-te atly 
offers to the public, 

Writingof Jew monkers reminds me of Jew parrakeets. There really is such 2 
thing as parrake t. 
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Ask bird dealers for a Javan parrakeet and, I am sure, ten out of every dozen will 
tell you they never heard of such a thing, but enquire of the same dealers after a 
Jew parrakeet and they will at once know what kind of bird you mean. It is 
rathera pretty bird, the Jew parrakeet, green with grey head, rei bill, black 
beard and rose-coloured breast. It is easily tamed and learns to speak. what- 
ever reason there may have been for associating it with our nationality it could not 
have been spite. It may be that aJew was possessed of a clever bird of this kind 
when the specics was still rare in this country, and that having obtained notoriety 
on account of its prettiness and cleverness the bird came to be spoken of as the Jews 
parrakeet for want of a better name and birds of the same kind brought to England 
later on may have inherited the name.

SIR FRANCIS MONTEFIORE, BART. 


We are gratified to announce that the Queen has been graciously pleased to 
revive the baronetey which bevame extinct on the death of Sir Moses Montetiore in 
favour of his grand-nephew, Mr. Francis Abraham Montetiore. Sir Moses having 
been childl Ss, the title would th the ordinary course of events have devolve don 
Mr. Francis Montetiore, as the eldest son of his eldest nephew, had the patentby 
which the baronetev was created provided for its transference to others than the 
heirs of his body. The gracious act of the Sovereign in thus giving practical recog- 
nition to the life-long devotion of Sir Moses Montetiore to the cause of hum nity 
is one which will be gratefally appreciated by the whole Jewish body throughout 
the entire world. 

Sir Francis Montefiore is the eldest son of the late Mr. Joseph \I iyer Mon- 
tetiore, of Great Stanhope Strect, Mayfair, and Worth Park, Crawley, Sassex, bv 
his wife (nee Henrietta Francisca Sichel), daughter of the late Solomon Sichel 
of the Hague,and a niece of Nathan Mayer Rothschild, and therefore his 
first cousin, Mr. Montetfiore’s mother having been a sister of the founder of 
the English house of Rothschild. By the union between Mr. J. M. Montefiore 
and Miss Sichel there have been issue two sons, Francis and Edward. The new 
Baronet, who was born on the'lUth of October, 1860, was educated, together 
with his brother, at Wellington College, where between the years 1875 and 1880 


the youths were in the habit of recciving a weekly lesson in Hebrew and religion 


froma Jewish teacher at a London public school, who specially came to the 
College for that purpose. Their home tutors were in succession the Rev. Mr. Carr 
and the Rev. Mr. Davenport. On leaving -Wellington College, Francis 
Montefiore entered at Oxferd University and becainea student of Christ’s College, 
where he matriculated. It is bis intention to devote himself to a political career. 
Like his illustrious and lamented predecessor in the baronetcy, Sir Francis is a 
staunch Conservative. This he has already proved by forming “ Habitations ”’ 
of the Primrose League at Worth. and Crawley, both of which rendered good 
service to the Conservative cause during the recent elections. Sir Francis 1s 
spoken of by those who know him as a young man of considerable promise, and 
of a most amiable disposition. - He resides chiefly at Worth Park, Sussex, but we 
understand that a palatial residence, on which some 200 workmen are engaged, 
is in course of erection in the neighbourhood of Redhill: 

His father, the late Mr. Joseph Mayer Montetiore, who died in 1880, 
will chiefly be remembered in connection with communal work, as President of 
the Board of Deputies, a post to which he was promoted from that of Vice-Pre- 
sident on the resignation of Sir Moses Montetiore in October, 1874. His father, 
Abraham Montetiore, a brother of Sir Moses, and his partner in business on the 
Stock Exchange, who died a very wealthy man, was twice married. His first 
wife, Miss Hall, a Christian lady, daughter of a silk merchant, bore him ono 
child, a daughter, who married Benjamin Mocatta, son of Moses Mocatta. His 
second wife, as we have already mentioned, wis Henrietta, sister of Nathan 
Mayer Rothschild (the father of Barons Lionel and Mayer, and Sir Anthony 
de Rothschild). It is of him the story is told, that on the marriage of one c * 
his younger relatives, he said to tlhe lawyer who had drawn up the settlements 
“they will have to be careful, the young couple ; they will only have £7,000 a 
year between them.’ The issue of the second marriage were two sons and two 
d wughters, viz., Joseph Mayer, father of Sir Francis Montetiore ; Nathaniel (the 
popular President of the Jews Infant School and the Spanish and Portuguese 
Schools, who married a sister of the late Sir Francis Goldsmid, and died a few 
days after Sir George Jessel, whose funeral he, had attended): Louisa, the 
only surviving child, who married her cousin, Sir Anthoay de Rothschild : and 
Char'otte, who married her uncle, Ioratio Montefiore, another brother of Si 
Moses. The offspring of the last-named couple are Miss Nelly Moutetiore and 
Mr. Charles Mentefiore.

But 
MENDELSSOHN was something more than a noble-character ; he was an in- 
tellectual leader of an important movement in modern .Jadaism, and in that 
regard opinion may easily differ as to his ultimate intluence on the history 
of Judaism. 

That influence may be traced in two different directions aceording as it 
dealt with social and with religious problems. For Europe in general the 
Middle Ages ceased with the discovery of the New World. The very year 
that saw this plunged Jews into their Middle Ages which really lasted 
from the exodus from Spain to the times of Menpenssony. Jews during 
this period were more strictly kept from contact with the outside world than 
at any period in their history. They naturally acquired the failings whieh 
belong to such isolation. They were narrow, bigoted and superstitious; they 
spoke in North Europe a jargon composed of archaic German and bad 


Hebrew. Al! the advances in art and science were closed to them. In short 


~ all the rapid progress of the world passed them by, and they were untouched 


by the general advance of civilisation. One of the first steps necessary was to 
restore communion be.ween Jews and their neighbours which was prevented 
by the use by Jews of what was practically a foreign language. This was 
greatly facilitated by Mexpernssony’s translation of the Bible into literary 
German. A still greater influence was brought about by the alteration in 
Jewish education. This) had previously been almost entirely of a 
Talmudical character. From Mexpe:ssonx’s time. the claims of secular 
learning were admitted with great advantage to the internal progress of 


Judaism, This change was hot so muely \] ENDELSSOHN 8 work as that of

With improved education, the demand for an Improved synagocue ser- 
vice would naturally go haml in hand, and in this way the Reform movement 
may in a measure be traced back to MeNpetssons’s influence. Certainly 
not to MespEe.ssoun himself. He lacked the courage and enthusiasm 
needed fora Reformer, and personally remained minutely orthodox, till the 
day of his deatn. The so-called Reform does not seem a very important 
and influential movement when we look back on its inglorious annals. What- 
ever was bencticent in it came as a natural result of a wider culture. Ver- 
nacular sermons, organs in synagogue, and the like, are but the instruments 
of religion, and reform in these respects did not necessarily mean Reform in 


the Jewish religion. Whatever the value ot the steps that have been taken,

Judged by the history of Judaism, the Mendelssohnian movement has 
not been so effective as lias been popularly supposed, But it would ho unfair 
to to attribute this sole ly Lo hime.

BRUTALITY IN THE: ROUMANTAN: ARM) 


The following terrible incident is recorded in the latest issue of the Lupta, 
a» Roumanian paper. 

A soldier named Grimberg was frozen to death, and found dead on the banks 
of Lake Stanca. The CALSC of his death was as follows ; Just recovered from " 
serious illness, he was summoned by M. Antipa, the captain of his regiunent, and or 
dred to depart at once for the town of Skulcvi distance of some miles. Grimberg 
represented that he was still ill and untit to travel, and showed the certificate of 
the military doctor. The captain paid no attention to this; Grimberg state d further 
that he wasentirely destitute of suitable clothing for an expedition in the heavy 
snowstorm then raging. The captain, however, was inexorable and sent off 
Grimberg together with thirteen other soldiers. The men were soon: obliged to 
disperse in order to seck out the right road, the pathways being entirely hidden 
by the snow. | 

The unhappy Grimberg pursued the road which led through the valley 
towards Lake Stanca, probably intending to cross over to a house at the opposite 
side of the lake along the high road. The snow, however, not being firm enough 
to bear him. he sank in and died. 

‘The Mavor of the town describes in his report, that the poor fellow wis 
clothed in a light overcoat, drill blouse, and linen trousers ; in such cloth- 
ing soldiers are sent forth to lose. their lives, not on the battletield, but in the 
depths of a snow-drift.

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THE MOSES MENDELSSOHN CENTENARY, 
CR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 
DESSAU, MONDAY SIGHT. 

In 1884, when pre parati were being made in Dessau for the crection of a 
monument in honour of the poet Wilhelm Miller, and collections with that 
object were going on everywhere, also in England and Greece, a weighty voice, 
that of the genial Dr. Pietscher, the President of the Superior Court of Anhalt, 
frankly acknowledged, that if a beginning was to be made to honour the cele- 
brated sons of Dessau by the erection of monuments, this distinction belonged, 
above all, to the great thinker Moses Mendelssohn. That word was a seed which 
fellupon good ground and visibly thrived. As far back as last) November, a 
muinitts Cc was formed, having its scat in Lh h took in hand the ¢ree- 
tion of a Mendelssohn monument, and issued an appeal throughout Germany 
asking for subscriptions for its establishment. This appeal found a warm echo 
in the hearts of the educated, not only in the birthplace of the philosopher, but 
also of those throughout the Fatherland. The idea to honour th n 
Socrates " by a monument in his birthplace at Dessau, was seized upon with 
great avidity. Eut here the matter did not. rest. The Committee took a wider 
view of its task ; it wished to honour and revive the memory of Moses 
Mendelssohn by a wi rthy celebration of the centenary of his death. 

This Me ndelssoln festival does honour both to the small Cul ital, which 
arranged it, and tothe country which brought forth the great Thinker, for it 
proves more than anything else, how progress and civilisation, how the teachings 
of truth have taken root in the thoughts and doings of men at the present time, 
how the tree from the seed white h Mi ndclesohn set has blossome d, and bow its 
fruits are beginning to ripen in the minds of later generations, 

The Centenary celebration was prefaced by a public léeture given on the 2nd. 
of December by the Rev. Dr. Samson Weisse, the Rabbiof Dessau. This lecture 
was not the only sign of the approach of the fi sti il, The (rerman press duly 
took notice of it, and the Anhalt Official ‘Gaz tte, the organ of the Liberal an 1 
enlightened Anhalt Government, repeatedly directed attention to the importance 
of Moses Mendelssohn. It may be well to quote here the words used by the 
critic Muschi in reviewing the book of Dr. Kohut (*‘ Moses Mendelssolin and his 
family ) in this paper. He said : | 

“ Dessau is preparing to revive the memory of a man, who may be called a 
prophet of enlightment, tolerance and truth. Our time reeds the review of the 
life of men like Mendelssohn, it must learn how little it corresponds with that 
ideal. which the philosopher of the. Ascan Street had conceived of the future. 
Intolerance, hatred of creed, and blind partizan passion are reawakened in a cén 
tury, which, it was thought. was destined to carry into éffect the words cf pure 
humanity as proclaimed by Moses Mendelssohn. At suchatime it is but prope: 
that the port:ait of the wise enlightened apostle of humanitarian principles of the 
Isth century, the portrait of the philosopher Moses Mendelssohn, whom Dessau can 
call its son with pride, be displayed before the disputing successors of that man.” 

The c Liiyy sition of the Festival Committee indicated that distinguished men 
throughout Germany took an interest in. the proceedings. But this general 
interest became still more manifest, in the applications of those, who, from far 
and near, wishcd to take part in the celebration. 

To day was a lovely d iy for the féte. Dessau was ste pe din sunshine, and 
many pilgrims froma distance went at an early hour to the little house in the 
Ascanische Strasse No. 10. the birthplace of M« idelssobn, which was beantifully 
adorned with wreaths and’ flowers. At half past S many members of the 
Dessau Choral Societies assembled before the house and sang appropriate choruses, 
This was followed by a solemn and magnificent festival service in the 
synagogue, which was beautifully decorated with evergreens, Their Highnesses 
the Duke and Duchess Friedrich of Anhalt and family were present, and were 
seated on the right of the Reading Desk. The Rabbi Dr. Weitse, 
delivered the festival sermon. and he compared Moses the son of Mend: to a 
second Moss who planted anew Ciod’s laws in the hearts of mankind, The 
SETINONn Was prees deal and followed by ehoral singing. Ni arly all thi ial 
pe rsonages of Dess it] avere pres if aft the ceremony. 

In the Grand Hall of the Fredericianum, which was like WISE ntifully 
decorated, the principal Commemorative Féte was held. Dr. E. Wickenhagen, the 
Director of the College, made the first speech dilating upon the- greatness 
of Moses Mendelssohn and his influence upon former and present 
tions. This speech was preceded and followed by choral singing. Professor 
Dr. Lavarus, of Berlin, then delivered an e! juent address, He des ‘ribed 
Mendelssohn “as a philos pher of énlightment not with religion, but) from 
religious fecling. Beethoven's splendid chorus,“ Die Himmel ruchmen d 
hw igre n concluded the ceremony. 

The grand banquet at the Hotel Zum Goldenen Hirsch, was attended by 
upwards of 300 persons. Muny toasts were d, and a vreat number of 
telegrams frour London, Paris, and other great centres of civilisations read. 

dhe festive perform nce at the Ducal Court Theatre, which cotmmicnced ' 
half past 6, was also attended by the entire Dueal family. 

There avas, in- conclusion, a magnificent gathering of all who had couie to 
celebrate the day in the grand hall of the Railway Hotel.

Amongst the many interesting items of information in connection with 
Mendelssobn’s life and writings which are sure to come to light in con equence 
of the deep research that his many bidgraphers have of a certainty made in 
hitherto unkn wn quarters on the occasion of the anniversary of the ith of 
danuary, the establishment of the exact date of his birth wil! take no mean rank. 
The credit of this discov ry must be given to the late F. Lebrecht, according to 
whom Mendelssohn was born on the 17th of August, 1728, and not 
assuined, on the 6th or 10th of September, 1729, 

The first grave-stone, a print of which is to be seen on the tith ‘page of a 
book written by Professor Marcus He rz, “On the early burial in vogue among 
Jews,” published in 1788, bore a Hebrew ins ription of eight lines only, of which 
the lit: as follows:

The first grave-stone was afterwards replaced by another, and the preseut 
rs a Uebrew inscription, with the date “ 12th Ellul, 5489” (6th Septem- 
ber. 1720), and a German one, of which the following is a translation : “ Moses 
Mendelssohn. born at Dessau, 6th September, 1729, died at Berlin, ith January, 
1785." The original inscription, however, is said to have been written by Men- 
Lin's own rmectructions, as he desired to avoid any CXpresstons of praise, 
‘Hachechom ” (wise) was added by David Friv dlinder, who on 
his own grave stone, 48 veare later, styles himself “ pupil and faithful friend of 
the wise Moscs Mea telss nn... “ihe dist repancy of date is due to the propaga 
tion of an error committed by Isaac Euchel in his obituary notice of Mendelssolin 
in the vear 1788, and it was Lebrecht who discovered the mistake. 

Further research has also dispelled the long-cherished notions of the great 
personal mis. ry and continual persecution suffered by Mendelssohn in the [ith 
vearof his ave and the first of his sojourn in Berlin.

them what they should speak, But in the career of Moses Mendelssohn there were 
specific points of likeness to the great Deliverer. His mission was to break the 
fetters.that bound his race, to lift them out of a state of physical and intellectual 
thraldom of which it is difficult for us at a distance of a century and a half to form 
® conception. Ie had before him the two-fold task to assert, as against the tyranny 
whether of despotic rulers or despotic multitudes. the claim of Jews to the rights 
of men and citizens, and to educate and fit his own people for that freedom which. 
however delayed, must ultimately be theirs ; to accustom their eyes to a light that 
bad for many a dreary century been rigorously kept from them. “It was niet easy to 
decide which of the two was the more formidable undertaking. Those ‘eat ge 
— when a Jew had to justify his existeace by documentary evidence that he had 
paid for the privilege ; when even that condition was not everywhere deemed sufti- 
cient ; when a city like Cologne, for instance, at that time glorying tn the title of.e 
“ free imperial city, refused to allow a Jew to set foot within it on any pretence 
whatever ; when the marriage laws of a country 
affected Jews, c mnceived in epirit not much less barbarous thau of Pha- 
raoh’s decrees ; when to be born of the ‘race of Israel was to have almost im 
avenue to honourable occupation shut against you, to be vexed and hampered at 
every turn and movement of your life, and in your person, habits, and religion to 
be subject to incessant and nameless insults. And the inner affairs of the Jewish 
community were in sad vorre-pondence with their outward state, The intellect of 
the people was fed and developed almost exclusively on the Talmud—superb as one 
of the means of mental di ‘cipline, but open to objection as the sole means, as all one- 
sided education must be. The ideal of perfection in religious government was uni- 
formity—a system not to be confounded with, nor always contributing to, unity—ain 
Virtue of which the slightest deviation frcma rigid code, even in what we should 
deem mere minutiw of conduct, was visited by severe ecclesiastical pains and penal- 
ties. Those were the days of anathema end cxcommunicatioa—it might be for pro- 
pagating an heretical doctrine, it might be for carrying a German book in one’s 
pocket. Let us not too severely judge these views of our ancestors. Their mora! 
life, we should bear in miid, was the purest and noblest amidst surroundings the 
most corrupting. Jn their homes at least the children of Israel bad light, whatever 
the darkness that prevailed around. And as to their failings, let us remember that 
the trae cause must be sought outside themselves, that fifteen centuries of ill-treat- 
iment would leave their mark not on the bodies of the victims alone, and that. by 
the stern verdict of the Moral Law, persecution must be held re sponathle hot only 
for the direct miseries it inflicts, but also for the faults and the very vices it evgen- 
ders in the characters of the persecuted. That was the condition of things when 
Moses Mendelssohn was boru at Dessau iu 1729, the child of a poor scribe. Weakly 
and deformed from his birth, he entered upon the battle of life under no slight 
disadvantages, But what was denied to the body was granted in full measure to 
the soul—health, vigour, erectness, The preacher then passed in review the principal 
events in the life ot the philosopher, and touched upon the most important of +4 
works that had made him famous. The translation of the Pentateuch and the 
commentary thereon ruarked the commencemen* of the revival of 
acience in modern times, The brilliant defence of freedom of conscience evoked by 
Lavater's injudicious challenge was still, even in its Lnylish translation. pro! ably the 
most delightful book in modern Jewish literature. lis services to philosophy were 
only inferior to those he had rendered to religion, He united the most ardent belief in 
the truth and saving power of hia own faith with the most perfect toleration of the 
views of others. cannot believe, ‘as he himeelf ex pressed it. “thatany one 
leads men to virtue in this life ean be damned in the next.” ' 

With all his passionate yearnifig¢ and eager search for truth, it would, however. 
be difficult to point to a siugle- passage in his nuterous writings that tended to shake 
the faith of any one, whether belonving to his own or to ‘another form of orend. 
Truly we should ali feel that it is a most perilous thing to undermine the sincere 
fai h of any human being ; to destroy that which is to the vast majority of mortals 
their maiustay in adversity, theic trusty guide in prosperity, their monitor in temp- 
tation ; to rob them of their peace of mind and then to give them nothing in 
return, no cow pensation but such as mocks them in their heiplessness or is reje eted 
with indignation by au honest heart, -[t was so easy to destroy in all matters of 
faith, so difficult to build up, so easy to flood the sval with dowht, so dificult to push 
or pump the waters out again,

This was eminentiy the jirinciple upon which Mendelssohu acted. It waseften 
brought as a charge againat the genias of the Jewish people that il was destructive 
rather than constructive, that its teudency was to corrode rather than to fertilize, 
That wasa charge, which it must in fairness be admitted was occasionally justified 
by the doings of some of our own brethren. But no one ever gave it so triumphant a 
refutation, both in his personal conduct andin his literary works, asthe man who 
by universal consent stood forth as the greatest intellectual foree the Jews had 
produced in the field of philosophy and religion during the last century and a half, 
His aim was to confirm the feeble, not to weaken them still more by depriving them 
of their remaining strength ; to enlighten, not to dazzle his fellow men; to honour 
wisdom and truth without despising human nature. 

One painful thought always rose in the mind when the life's work of this noble 
epirit passed under review. It was this —that the man who had so successfully 
helped to lead forth his people from darkness to light, from slavery to freedom ; 
who had worked wonders among our adversaries, laying their prejudices low by the 
sheer force of his personal character and invincible reasoning ; the man with whose 
mouth God was and who was taught by Him what he should speak, had left not a 
single descendant now counting himself of the race and faith of Israel. One after 
another they had quitted the people from whom they sprang and joined various 
religious bodies, each of whom claimed for it-elf the monopoly of religious truth, 
In a remarkable book which appeared a few years ago, **the Mendelssohn letters,’’ 
one might read how Abraham Mendelssohn, the sun of the philosopher, and the 
father of the composer, deliberately resolved to bring up his children as Christian: 
so that he might smoothe their career for them aud save them from humiliation, 
The record of such a confession was a more terrible huumiliation. But it was of no 
use to fret oreself about such events. Was it not atradition, founded:ome thought

upon but too solid a basis, that the gracdson of our great Lawgiver himself uccame 
the idolatrous priest of au idolatrous worship ? There was no guarantee that even the 
Boblest of parents would be succeeded by children worthy of their parcntage, And 
yet Judaism had outlived all its enemies ; 


it had outlived all its falee friends, That 


was our consolation. That should be our encouragement also. Without shutting 
our eyes to the dangers that threatened each sucessive generation of Israelites, our 
duty lay clear and well-defined before us—taught us equally by the life of the 
Prophet and the sage. It was—do the right and fear not; do the right and leave 
the consequences to God,

The Monthly Meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue, was held on 
Tuesday. at the Central Synagogue Chambers. There were present, Sir Barrow H, 
ELurs, K.C.S8.1.. one of the Vice-Presidents, in the chair; Messrs. A. Arnholz, D.

A letter was read from Mr, Lionel L. Cohen, M.P., Vice-President, thanking the 
Council fortheir congratulations on his election asa member of Parliament. The 
letter was ordered to be entered on the minutes. 

The Executive Committee brought up reports on applications from the German 
and South Hackney Synagogues for permission, under certain conditions, to avail 
themselves of the rights of the Burial Society of the United Synagogue. The German 
Synagogue, whose members number about 110, desires to ensure for the future the 
right of burial for all its members at a fixed charge, and with this view proposes to 
pay an increased annual charge to the Burial Society. This proposal, the Executive 
Committee recommended the Council toaccept. Among the conditions are that the 
German Synagogue shall pay to the United Synagogue annually and in advance 
asum of £30, giving the rightof interment for twelve of its members during three 
years, two children under 1” years of age counting as one adult. When the total 
number of members of the German Synagogue shall exceed 150, the annual payment 
of £50 shall be increased at the rate of £5 per annum for every additional 25 mem- 
bers, At any time after theexpiration of three years from the commencement of 
this arrangement, either party shall havethe right of withdrawal therefrom by givicg 
three years notice to the other. With regard to the South Hackney Synagogue, 
numbering between 4 and 5!) members, the principal condition is that a sum of 
12s. 6d, shall be paid to the United Synagogue for each member of the first named 
Synagogue who desires to avail himself of the proposed burial arrangement. 

Mr, NoAu DAViS, in moving the adoption of the reports of the Executive Com- 
mittee, laid stress on the importance of the movement, and expressed the gratifica- 
tion of the Committee that on almost every point they had been able to meet the 
wishes of the applicants. Mr. Davis bore testimony to the valuable assistance 
which the Executive Committee had received from the Treasurers of the Burial 
Society and from Mr, Asher I. Myers. | 

Mr. MAtrice HART also considered the scheme as one of the most important 
on which the Council had for some time been engaged, tending as it must to the

THE GERMAN SYNAGOGUE, 


The new Gerinan Synagogue in Spital Square will be consecrated on Sunday. 
17th inst., and the memorial tablet, which takes the place. of the usual so-called 
foundation stone, will be tixed by Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P.. The Rev. Dr. I. 
Adlk Lh leg ite Chief ibbi, ill cle liver the Dedic tory sermon. 

This congregation, which combines in itself Synagogne, Burial Society. and 
[nsurance against sickness and during week of. mourning, was formerly estab. 
lished in Broad Street, and on the expiration of the lease more than a year ago. 
the Committee did not feel justified in taking a fresh lease at the h avy sround 
rent dem d by the City Corporation, they di ( to Inigrate to ‘ ner 
neighbourhood. They atlength found a site at the corner of Spital Square, and 
having obtained a long lease, they received drawings from. four architects, and 
from them selected the plans sent in by Mr. Lewis Solomon, of 55, New Broad 
Street, who has superintended all the work, we understand, to their satisfaction. 

The buildin« covers a piece of ground about 52 feet long by (| feet wi le, and 
is built of yellow stock bricks. relieved by red brick piers, arches and bands with 
cement mouldings and ornamen's. In design the building ‘is free classic adapted 
to brick construction, ‘Ihe front of the building is symmetrically designed with a 
doub e doorway in the centre surmounted by a triple window and crow ped by a 
bold pediment. having inscrited on it the name of the synagogue and date of 
erection, and a gild«d Shield of David over the inscription, : 

The entrance to the building is up.a broad flight of steps, leading to two pairsof 
doors huny to vpen in or out in case of fire or other panics, Paseine throuch a 
tiled lobby through two doors the synaygovue proper is entered, and this is li) feet 
long by 3U feet wide and 25 feet high. The ark has been partly designed by the 
Chairman cf the Building Committee, Mr. Boekbinder, who kindly cave all the 
ornaments on it a8 also all the ornamental mouldings on the ceiling. The gallery is 
carried on cantilevers, and there isalight iron railing in front. The seats are 
of pitch pineand afford accommodation for 200 men on the ground floor, and 100 
ladies inthe vallery, building has been carricd on by Messrs. Patman and 
Fotheringham, of Theobalds Road, who hav done their work in anexcellent manper 
and the seats have been supplied by Messre, Hammer, of the Strand, who supply so 
mapy of the seats for the School Board. We understand the whole cost of the 
building inc!usive of seate, architect s commission, chandeliera, etc., does not exceed 
£2,600. Much credit is due to Mr, Berliner, of Worship Street, the warder. for the 
zZ-alons services he has rendered in connection with the erection of the synagogue.

TARGUM ONKELOS, 


On Sunday last, the Rev. Istpore Harris, M.A,, contributed a very able Paper 
on Tarcum Onkeloe, at a meeting of the Jews’ College Literary Society, As at 
provious meetings of the Society, there was a very large gathering. Dr. SCHILLER- 
Szinessy, of Cambri?ve University, presided. 

The CHAIRMAN remarked that he did not feel a complete stranger in the ineti- 
tution which contained the spiritual tools of hia late friend, the Rev. A. L. Green, a 
man who had loved bis religion and its literature. 

Mr. HArnis entered into the history of the work and cf the reputed author, 
Onkeloe. whom the lecturer identified with Akyles. It did rot thence follow that 
the latter was the author of the Tarcum called after his name ; it was, in fact, an 
anonymous work. The key to the interpretation of the Targum was that it is an 
essentially popular work. The exegetical methods adopted by Onkelos in his devi- 
ations from the literal form or sense of the Hebrew text might be summarised thnua: 
(a) Slight additions or changes required to remove ambiguities, or by the genius of 
the Aramaic tongue; (/) Inversion: and periphrases of apparently unseemly ex- 
pressions ; (c) Spec al changes due to ditt uities on the passages which describe the 
Divine Being in His relatioa to mankind: and (7¢) Moiticatioos of the literal sense 
of Scripture to adapt it to the teachings of the Oral Law. Mr. Harris su jected, 
the views of preceding authorities to a searching criticism. 

Mr. B. EizAs quoted other caves of identical legends which occ arred in the 
Talmud, and which did not justify the inference that the men of whom they were 
related were identical. The spe!ling of Onkelos with ~ and Aquilas with y 
pointed the same way. 

Mr. ECKAN Apter, M.A., ridiculed the views of Geiger (3"3"~) as those of a 
Philistine, and on philological and historic grounds, as well as by quotations from 
the Jerusalem Talmud, upheld the position taken up by the Chief Rabbi in the 
539 with regard to the identity of Onkelos with Aquila He referred to the 
history of the text, especialiy to the ‘‘ Pathshegen "’ and ‘“ Massorat ha Targum,” 
edited by the Chief Rabbi. Mr. Adler thought that special +t-ess should be laid on 
the importance of Ookelos as a credible witness to the authenticity of the Massoretic 
text of the Pentateuch. The Targum was not merely a “* popular work,” bat con- 
tained many esoteric allusions, 

Mr, MENDELSSOUN thought that the Chaldee was not from theGreek, Targum 
meant a “ connected paraphrase.’ 

Mr. Wotrers did not know that there were sufficient grounds for asserting 
that the Septuagint was composed for Jews. 

The Rev. A. Lowy pointed to the remarkable fact that the expression O74) j*>5 
(eo common in Onkelos) occurred ona Nabatwaninscription. It simply means from, 
and i« the ordinary ablative. The phras*, apparently of heathen origin, was adopted 
by Onkelos. Many of the Talmudic legends were har! to interpret and to date, but 
the Targum contained many very ancient traditions, Mr. Lowy called attention to 
a discovery of Mr. Schechter (noted in his edition of the Auth di Rabbi Nathan), 
that the MS. Widrash Ilaqgqadol identified the proselyte mentioned in the former 
work with Onkelos, whose two sons were called 53 *w O35 

The Rev. H, GoLLANcZ thought that Onkeloa was much indebted to the Mid- 
rashim, especially in the Portion of '7 In such passages the Targum is much 
more than a paraphrase. 

Mr. IsRAEL ABKAHAMS, M.A., thought that in queetions like the identity of 
Onkelos attention should be directed to the whole evidence. They had no right to 
reject and accept parts of the evidence according as they oppos: or favoured pre- 
conceived views, ile thought that Maimonides was not a'together wrong in his 
theory with regard to the anthropomorphisms of Unkelos. 

Dr. FRIEDLANDER could not understand why some critics found it impossible 
to believe in the existence of two different proselytes with similar names. He 
thought that essentially the so-called Jernsalem Targum did not differ in style from 
Onkelos ; and suggested the consideration of that subject as. an interesting adden- 
dum to Mr. Harris's excellent Paper. 

Dr, abstained from offering any remarks, as he had expressed 
his views in articles which would soon appear. 

Mr. OswaLp J. SIMON moved a vote of thanks to Mr. Harris, and in the course 
of his remarks protested against the assertion of Mr. Gladstone that the Jews were 
the least intellectual race of antiquity. 

The meeting concluded with the usual vote to the Chair. 


NortHu LONDON SyNAGOGUE.—The Rev. Julius A. Gouldsteiv, at theconclusion 
of his sermon on Saturday, sketched in brief outline the leading scenes in the life 
of Moses Mendelesohn, his memorable friendships, his great work of the age—the 
translation of the Bible—his character in relation to his own race, to the world in 
which he lived, and to us after a century of vast changes, 

Mancnester.—The Rev. L. M. Simmons took “ Moses Mendelssohn’ as the 
subject of his discourse last Sabbath, at the Manchester Synagogue of British Jews. 
He laid special stress on the influence of Mendelssohn's translation of the Penta- 
teuch, and pointed out that the best monument to his memory woald be the exist- 
ence of Jewish men and women who, while thoroughly educated, were at the same 
time lovingly adherent to the traditions of their faith,

_ On Saturday evening last,a public meeting was held at the Pavilion Yard, 
Whitechapel, to consider the hours of labour in the tailoring trade. A circular in 
Hebrew and English had been issued by Mr, D. Martin one of the membera, 
inviting tailora to attend the meeting and to become members of the Society. in 
connection with which there is a Shira Cherra. Mr. J. B. Lakeman. one of H.M’s 
Inspectors of Factories occup'ed the Chair, and delivered a very sympathetic 
address. 

Mr. M. Marks, President of the Society moved, and Mr. D. Martin, seconded the 
following resolution : That the meeting calls upon the London Tailors’ Machinists 
to join this Society, with the onect of reducing the hours of labour to between 8 a.m. 
and p.m. 

The CHAIRMAN, in supporting the résolution, said that the object of the 
Society was an excellent one, and he hoped that it would largely increase in 
members, Although he was opposed to “trades unionism,’ he looked with favour 
upon this movement, for not only would it improve the trade generally, bat also 
materially raise the physical and mental condition of the workers, Although 
there was a statute limiting the hours of labour for women there was not one for 
men, and it depended on themselves, that they were no‘ overworked. He deeply 
loved the Jews, and if it was ever in his power to be of service, it would only be neces- 
sary to call upon him todo so. Mr, Lakeman made an earnest appeal to those 
present to assist in remedying the dreadful unhealthy conditions under which 
nearly all of them worked. 

Mr, Ansell, a master tailor, spoke in favour of the movement. and said that all 
the masters present were very glad that the meeting had been called, for they were 
also anxious for a reduction of the hours of work. He suggested that as.the men 
were chiefly foreigners, and wantedinformation as tothe proper course to adopt, that 
one or two leading Trade Unionists should be employed to get up the organisation. 
But the meeting would hear nothing of this plan, 

Mr. Lakeman at once said, that if he thought there was to be a word said about 
Trade Unionism, he would not have come to the meeting, (Cheers) for by so doing 
he should be going beyond his province asa Government Inspector, 

Mr. M. Marks in proposing a vote of thanks to Mr; Lakeman, said that what- 
ever good they hoped to get would be by taking his advice, to which they would ad- 
here. He was very glad to hear what Mr. Lakeman said about Trade Unionism, for 
they had determined to have nothing to do with it in any shape or form; bat by 
acting upon their Chairman's advice, they would approach the masters in a fair 
and conciliating spirit, and he believed from thesupport so many of them had given 
to the Society, that they would be greatly helped on to success,
